Wonderful Feat PerforraeO Before 


tbe Late Lord. Lytton. 


The following story of Indian magic 


was told me by the person to whom 
it was told by thu late Lord Lyttou. 
When in India, Lord Lytton olteji sought 
out conjurers, but never saw any but 
the usual feats, such as the mango tree 
trick aud the basket trick. The method 
in eaeh caee is known, or, at all events, 
plausible explanations hare been given 
by Mr. Maskelyne and other eiperts. 


On one occasion Lord Lytton liked 


something in the looks of the conjurer 
who was performing in the open space 
before his house. After the ordinary ex- 
hibition his lordship asked the magician 
if he could not do something mare out of 
the common way. Tbe man said he would 
try and asked for a ring, which Lprd LyJ- 
ton gave him. He then requested an,of- 
ficer to take in either hand a handful qf 
seeds. One sort was sesame. Tbe na'ma 
of the other sort my informant did net 
Unew. Holding these seeds and having 
the ring between his fingers and thumb, 
the offloer was to go to a well in the 
corner of the compound. He wa» to .dis- 
pose of the seeds in a certain way—I 
think on the low wall around the well, 
into the depths of which, he was to throw 
the ring. All this was done, and then 
the magician asked Lord Lytton where 
be would like the ring to reappear. He 
answered "in' his dispatch 
box," of 


which the key was attached to his watch 
chain, or, at all events, he had it with 
him on the spot. The dispatch box was 
brought out. Lord Lytton opened it, and 
there was the nag. 


This trick would be easy if the British 


Oiuuer was a confederate of the juggler 
and if he possessed a'duplicate key_to the 
dispatch box. In that case he would not 
throw the ring into the' well, bat would 
take it into the house, open the box and 
insert the ring. But this explanation In- 
volves enormous improbabilities, while It 
is unlikely, again, that tbe conjurer man- 
ag«d to insert a duplicate ring into the 
dispatch box beforehand.

one here who understands what an in- 
fprmal engagement means. The con- 
stitution does extend to our territory; 
it must in the nature of thine*. 
Porto Klco was annexed to the United 
States, Her people jumped over them- 
selves in their hurry to become citi- 
zens of this country. There was no 
question of consent of the eoverned 
involved here. The president said it 
was our plain duty to establish free 
trade with Porto "Rico. 
Everybody 


supposed it would be so, and the lan- 
guage of the treaty annexing1 Porto 
Klco is that the island 'is hereby ced- 
ed to the United States." So Porto 
Rico is not in the air c^id not floating 
around, so wo should have frep trade 
Cor another reason because the consti- 
tion declares that all excise arid import 
duties shall be uniform throughout the 
United States. 
That does not mean 


Just the United States, but the United 
States as a government. Now our re- 
publican friends ask us to believe in 
the slnenrity of President McKinley, 
but what did he do six months after 
the annexation of Porto Kico and after 
he declared that it wa» war plain duty 
to establish Tree trade between Porto 
Hico and the United Staves. He signed 
a bill establishing a duty of 15 per 
cent on all commerce between Porto 
Rico and the United States. I don't 
know who told him to do it, whether 
Mark Hanna or somebody else. But 
there never was such self stultification 
in the history of the j^tsidt-nts of the

stitutional guarantees, you may say, 
but you will be told the constitution 
does not apply. You cannot demand 
a reading of the indictment. You can- 
not deniand a trial by jury. You can- 
not demand a habeas corpus. No. The 
constitution does not aoply. All tha 
safeguards, all the liberties do not 
prevail in Porto Rico, iven you can- 
not go to a free press and seek redress 
for your wrongs. There is no free 
press for the constitution does not 
apply. Only the constitution jruarrn- 
tees the rights and liberties you enjoy 
in the United States, and in Porto 
Rico, my fripnds, you are deprived of 
them and although, the Hag of your 
country floats over your head you have 
not the rights that j| guarantees. This 
is a republic becausb -he people are 
free, have liberty of speech, liberty of 
press, trial by jury, habeas corpus. 
All this makes this republic of ours 
under the constitution and when you 
tear down the constitution you wine 
out republican government. They tell 
me all these ri-'hts for these people 
depend on 
congress. 
Our 
fathers 


builded bigg-er than they knew when 
they put them all in ^s constitution. 
All to hang On the caprice of congress, 
and a republican congress at that! 


Now, what's to be done? The repub- 


licans say would vou haul down the 
flag-. President McKJnlev will haul 
down the flag in Cuba if Mark Hanna 
lets him. The flag is nothing, nothing 
in itself as a piece o,. striped and 
starred cloth. We love it because it 
represents the constitution and our 
liberties, and the flag should not be put 
up in a place where the constitution 
will not go. They go together or not 
at all. It was said years ago that this 
government could not survive half free 
and half slave. • That is true. And T 
say today it cannot live half republic, 
and half empire. They say it is manifest 
destiny. It is a new phrase, but it is 
cowardly to saddle on Providence the 
faults and corru, tion of a republican 
administration. When they don't do 
right they put it on Providence and 
say it is manifest destiny. You recol- 
lect the telegrams that passed between 
the president and Hanna on the occa- 
sion of I-Tanna's gritting a seat in the 
United States senate. "God reigns and 
the republican party still lives," as 
though Hanna's elpction was the will 
of the Almighty.

mode, putting the system's adoption as 
a concession to Hamilton, a believer in 
limited monarchy.

After this he touched upon govern- 


ment by injunction, speaking from his 
knowledge gained in committee in the 
sons to in 1896.

en* at tlie Eiiionltion. 


Notwithstanding the large amount of 


Wheat raised here, writes J. S. Craw- 
ford In the October Forr^i, European 
people need our maize preparations, so 
that the practical question is, How 
phall we proceed to create the demand 
and supply the market the same as we 
have done la rolled oats and in cotton, 
bales of which may he always seen 
piled nigh on the piers at European 
ports? 


To meet the Inqulirj let me suggest 


the following: First, through our con- 
•uls and other agencies the difference* 
between American and European maize 
ought to be shown to the people; sec- 
ond, depots of supplies ought to be es- 
tablished where corn flours and corn 
foods could be obtained at the lowest 
prices compatible with a fair profit; 
third, the methods of cooking these 
maize dwhes should be promulgated at 
the supply depots. 
Some of these 


things are now being done In a very 
creditable manner. The BO called corn 
kitchen at the exposition Is truly a 
euccess. It serves corn dishes to from 
100 to BOO persons a day, and the dish- 
es are well prepared. It is an annex to 
the agricultural exhibit and is under 
the direct supervision of Mr. Charles 
Richards Dodge, the United States di- 
rector of this part of the fair. From 
personal knowledge I know that the 
kitchen has created a large amount of 
Inquiry among visitors. It would not 
be in good taste to disparage the grains 
of other countries -while competing for 
national honors at this exposition. 
Hence the kitchen is not the place to 
point out the wide difference between 
bread made from our corn aud that 
made from Hungarian maize, but 
when it comes to actual business this 
of course is an entirely different ques- 
tion. 


Naturally this corn kitchen cannot 


supply the flours and meals and grits 
and hominies that an inquiring people 
demand. Hence the functions of the 
kitchen are limited to presenting the 
dishes as prepared In the American 
homes and hotels. Hence, too, It falls 
abort of the real necessities. A Ger- 
man may like the bread and cakes ever 
BO well, but if he has no available place 
to which to buy the meal and the flour 
little is accomplished. Our country has 
practically a monopoly in corn produc- 
tion. It is the most valuable plant that 
grows. It is rich in forage, rich in 
feed, rich iu food. All animal life up- 
on the farm, from poultry up, grows 
and fattens upon it, a fact which can 
be affirmed of no other grain. Millions 
of people in Europe would be blessed if 
they knew how to use the cheap corn 
foods of America and had easy access 
to them. No mind can take In the com- 
mercial possibilities of a market for 
this grain iu Europe.

OUR COAL IN RUSSIA. 


United St«ite« <on»«l Report* mn In- 


crea»in£ Demand For It. 


Consul Hecnaa writes from Odessa, 


Russia, that he recently received a let- 
ter from the mayor of that city saying 
he had heard that American coal, ow- 
ing to Its high combustlve properties, 
was being utilized by European manu- 
facturers In the form of briquettes; 
also that it was selling In Genoa at 6 
shillings to 8 shillings (?1.45 to $1.94) 
cheaper than English coal and that 
three shiploads had been brought to 
Trieat, proving in no way Inferior to 
the best Welsh and selling at 5 shil- 
lings less. As the Odessa city council 
was then considering the question of 
obtaining the winter's supply of coal, 
the mayor asked for information as to 
the prices of American coa!, the time It 
Wonlrt require before It could reach 
Odetuo, what quantities could be ob- 
tained, how long It would take to ship 
after the order was given and what 
parties it was proper to address in the 
matter. 


Consul Heenan answered that he re- 


gretted that he had no exact data as to 
the price of coal and probable time of 
delivery at Odessa, but if the mayor 
would give him an estimate of the 
quantity and quality desired he would 
at once report the matter to the de- 
partment for communication to coal 
operators In the United States. He has 
not yet received an answer to thla let- 
ter. 
Coal Is now selling In Odessa, he 


adds, at SO kopecks « pood (15.45 cents 
per 80 pouwls). The soft variety is 
used. 
The- city authorities have al- 


ways purchased a large quantity of 
Cardiff coal In addition to Russian coal, 
but the price of Cardiff Is so high that 
they will bn;- elsewhere If they can do 
BO ill tt if" * j.lto.

Ministers of Northern Berkshire Pub. 


lish Their Resolutions 


Laat spring this paper reported tho 


action of the Northern Uorkshire min- 
isterial association in regard to the 
marriage of thf>sf who are unknown to 
the- ministers or who have been di- 
vorced. It was decided by the minis- 
ters at that time not to make public 
the resolutions until this fall, and at 
that time to send them to all the min- 
isterial associations of the state. Fol- 
lowing this plan, the association now 
makes public the following, which will 
be of great interest: 


The following action was taken at a 


meeting 
of 
the Northern Berkshire 


Ministerial association! held on April 
2nd, 1900, In North Adams, Mass. The 
association desires to make known its 
action as widely as possible, that other 
Ministerial associations may bo led to 
take similar action. 
It desires also 


that the people may understand the 
s-entiment which prevails among the 
ministers 
of 
Protestant 
churches 


against hasty marriages, and mar- 
riages of divorced people. 


"Believing it to be our solemn duty 


to maintain inviolate, so far as we are 
able, 
the 
sacred character 
of 
the 


church and to protect the sanctity tof 
the marriage relation from being com- 
promised by hasty anl unwise action, 
be it therefore 


Resolved, that we, the undersigni.nl 


members of the Northern Berkshue 
Ministerial association, enter into com- 
pact to officiate at no marriage cere- 
mony within the town or city in which 
we live, unless one or both the con- 
ti acting parties cam give satisfactory 
evidence, other than that of a marriage 
license, of their right to be married 
according to the us-ages of the church, 


We further agree not to officiate at 


the marriage of any divorced person 
whose husband or wife is still living, 
except it be the innocent party whoso 
divorce was obtained on the grounti of 
adultery. 


This compact may be annulled by 


any of us, whose names are attached, 
on giving notice of withdrawal to the 
president of this association."

"The ceiling of the saloon was support- 


ed by a half dozen wo oil en columns about 
18 inches square, standing In a line par- 
allel with the counter of the bar and 
about two feet from it.

Phenomenon That FolloT<-« Digging 


In Trinidad's Alpliult Lake. 


Feiv people \vho travel over the as- 


phalted streets of New York are aware 
of the origin of the black, pitchy mass 
that goes to make up the basis of the 
smooth rondway under their feet. Eight- 
sen hiHidred miles, almost due south 
from New York, lies the little tropical 
island of Trinidad, _u British possession 
off the coast of northern South America. 
At the southwestern extremity of this 
colony the famous Pkch lake is located 
on*the summit of a small hill less than 
200 feet above tho level of the sea. 
In 


appearance there is nothing phenomenal 
about this wonder of the tropics, hnt a 
vibit to the lake, as it is familiarly called, 
repeals .one of the most unaccountable 
oddities of nature in the annals of travel. 


Th,e tourist may take passage to tbe 


"land of 1hf> huni-ning bird," as Triniiiad 
people like their community to be called, 
and after secuiiu? accommedarion at tha 
only decent hotel in'the colony proceed to 
the lake by one of the small government 
Bteajners plj ing coastwise three times 
weekly, disembark ;it the Brighton pier; 
and proceed to the scene of the "dig- 
ging." Of all tho crude, rough and ready 
means of extracting wealth from Mother 
Earth the Trinidad lake asphalt opera- 
tions are the most striking. The visitor 
arrives on a fairly level plateau, spotted 
here nnd there with tiny pools of water, 
beneath which the soft, shiny substance 
known as asphalt glitters in the reflec- 
tions ot a fierce tropical snn. 
Scattered 


over the surface of the lake dozens of 
swarthy negroes are plying pick and hoe, 
extracting the tar coaly looking stuff 
from the earth. 


One may sit in the,shade of a nearby 


shrub or under the protecting shade of an 
i 


umbrella and watch the negroes pile heap , 
after heap of the (asphalt into the endless | 
chain of tubs that hurry along to the pier 
from which one has but recently landed 
until a yawning excavntlon of 20 or more ' 
feet suggests to tlie supervising darky 
i 


that the t.aie has come to move a bit far- | 
ther on. In the course of a few hours , 
the excavation resulting f-rom the morn- i 
Ing's digging begins to look less deep, and 
by eventide the spot ft-om which more 
that five or ten tons have been dug te 
again level with the surrounding earth 
and ready to be d*iig over by the gan-r of 
noisy blacks. From the point of digging ' 
to the pier is but a mile or less of endless ' 
chain descent.

Eight miles 
in nn opposite direction are the Maraoaa 
falls, of equ^l beauty nnd novelty, while 
all around the city and suburbs nre vil- 
lages of Indians in their primitive gath- 
erings of tribes and castes, but quite 
alert in their readiness to make money ' 
by the sale ot queer relics of their craft.

Mennnring; a Lightning Flash. 


A German astronomer has been endear-' 


oring to measui^ the width of a streak 
of lightning, and he tells us that the par- 
ticular flash which allowed itself to be so 
measnred proved to be about five milli- 
meters—that is, one-fifth of nn inch— 
across. 
There is no known method of 


obtaining such a result direct, and the 
calculator was forced to depend upon a 
photograph, which, curiously enough, in- 
cluded both a building and the flush 
that struck the building at the moment 
the lens was uncovered. 
This picture 


was taken from a window of the Ham- 
burg observatory, and as the distance of 
the buifding struck, together with the 
focal length of the lens, was known it 
was not a difficult matter to arrive at the 
result given. It is not the first time that 
this experiment has been tried under 
much the same conditions^ and with a 
similar result. The Gorman astronomer 
makes the assertion tliut a lightning' 
etrcnk may be considerably widened by 
being actor! upon laterally by a strong 
Srind,—Chambers' Journal.

Traditions without number are associ- 


ated with the origin of nearly every reu- 
bicnl instrument in use in Chinf at the 
present day. String and ri'eU instruments 
such as were used by the aboriginal tribes 
were the first known. Next ctme the 
drums, which wore first used to incite 
warriors on the biittlcfirhl to deedi of 
valor. There are many kinds of drums, 
distinguished by names indicating their 
size and use. Stone preceded metal as * 
musical substance. In the earliest dais- 
es mnsical stones are mentioned. Sixteen 
in number were hung by a cord, aod the 
performer pounded out the strains with 
a small mallet. The stones used by the 
emperor were made of jade. 


Though -with most people the trumpet 


has been given first place among motal 
instruments, in China the bell takes prec- 
edence. The sound is made- by striking 
the rim with a stick. The use of the bell 
as a musical Instrument is, however, 
largely confined to religious services nnd 
processions. Not unusually It is concert- 
ed with oilier instrument*. 


The gong is even more popular than the 


bell. The Chinese gongs are of three 
kinds—the temple gong, the Soochow 
gong, which is shaped "like a boiler," and 
the watch gong, which is used to strike 
the watches, or divisions of time. The 
gong is probably the most conspicuous at 
• theatrical performance of any of the 
various instruments. It is supposed also 
to strike terror into evil spirits. 


Flutes, fifes, conch shells, clarinets anJ 


the reed organ are the commonest win'l 
Instruments. The latter Is made by in- 
serting 19 reed tubes into the upper sur- 
face of a gonrd. The reeds are pierced 
near the base to prevent the emission ot 
sound until stopped by the fingers of the 
performer. The mouthpiece resembles the 
spout of a kettle and is inserted in the 
side of the gourd. The favorite instru- 
ments among the more cultured Chinese 
are stringed. These include the she, the 
k'in, which is said to "restrain and check 
evil passions and correct the human 
heart;" the p'l-p'a, a four stringed gui- 
tar; the yueh k'in, or moon k'in, named 
from its moon shaped soundboard, which 
has four strings standing in pairs, tuned 
as fifths to each other, and the Su-chun, 
or "standard lute," which has 12 strings, 
yielding exactly the notes of the 12 Luh, 
or tubes, invented by Ling-lun, 


From the beginning of the recorded hi* 


tory of China until the present day musla 
has at all times had an important place 
In the political system of the Chinese. Its 
influence on the people and the forming 
of their character, either for good or evil, 
has never been underestimated. Confu* 
cius said, "It gives finish to the character 
first established by the rules of proprie- 
ty." 
Since Confucius time has done 


nothing to lessen the Chinese belief in 
the inestimable ralue of mnsic. At the 
present day there exists an imperial 
board of music appointed for the purpose 
of keeping alive the music of the an- 
cients and of exercising a strict censor- 
ship 
over 
all 
compositions.—Chicago 
Post.

A consular report from Dawson says 


that this summer there has been an 
abundance of wild blueberries, cur- 
rants, raspberries and cranberries. The 
cattle herders on the hills and a few 
Indians gather the berries and bring 
them to Dawson, receiving $1 to 51.50 
per qiinrt. 


The Idoa of building an Ice plant in 


Dawson seems like "carrying coals to 
Newcastle." The lack of ice in sum- 
mer, however, has been seriously felt, 
and a contract has been given for an 
Ice machine to be placed in a cold stor- 
age warehouse. The cost of ice this 
summer has been 5 cents per pound or 
at the rate of $100 per ton. 


More claims have been worked this 


summer than in any previous season. 
On account of the extra rainfall there 
was sufficient water for sluicing. Many 
owners will work their claims only 
during the summer, letting them lie 
idle in winter, as they can dump the 
flirt or clay directly into the sluice box- 
es in summer and not hhve to handle 
the ground twice.

Perhaps I o^e 
the^ democratic party of this city a debt 
contracted In 1S88, because of the pres- 
ence of one of your political companies 
in Hoosick Falls in that memorable 
campaign. There is little to connect 
the present with 1888, but no good dem- 
ocrat will plead the statute of limita- 
tion, and therefore I am here tonight, 
not in the expectation-of accomplish- 
ing anything for the redemption of 
yourt state, for I believe you to be 
hopelessly republican, nor for your 
assistance in congressional, senatorial 
or other districts. I assume you to be 
in a hopeless minority. But I have al- 
way had respect for the democratic 
party of the good old Bay State. De- 
feat does not discourage you.

And the United States may look back 
upon it as an illustration of enlighten- 
ed unselfishness undertaken fnom the 
purest motives. It dous not matter 
that democrats were the first to sug- 
gest that it was our duty to interfere 
in Cuba is conceded, hat democratic 
soldiers and sailors were first to the 
front is of no question. I knqw that 
there is a history of tho var with 
Spain, a history by tho distinguished 
governor of New York. You know 
what Mr. Dooley suggests it should 
be called, Mr. Dooley says that its title 
should be "Alone in Cuba." I am here 
to suggest that there were others. I 
have not forgotten the brave Fitzhugh 
L,ee. I have not forgotten the gallant 
Joe Wheeler, the illustrious Admiral 
Schley, and above all I have not for- 
gotten Admiral Dewey, who is a demo- 
crat. Therefore so far as the military 
part is concerned, democrats may point 
with pride to the democratic soldiers 
and sailors who took part in the war. 
Neither have I forgotten the "cold 
message" of the president, about tho 
neutrality that should be observed re- 
lative to Spain and Cuba. 


I will not say that the administra- 


tion was not willing to fight in the 
cause of humanity.

And 
I would not say this did not the repub- 
licans at the c*lose of the Var mako 
haste to take all the credit for it. 
In order to justify our purposes this 
government made a aeclaratlon.

This declaration of our purposes was 


an explanation and our justification 
for our interference in the internal af- 
fairs cf another country. In thut spirit 
the war was begun and carried t» a 
successful end.

Tt was our duty to attack Pn.iin 
a.t every point. When Admiral Dewey 
sailed Into Manila bny he did not en- 
tor to fight tho natives, nor attack 
those fighting for liberty ns our fore- 
father fought. He went to fight Span- 
iards, and to be the ally of those who 
were fighting for their indopemloncf. 
It was then, when victory perched up- 
on our banner, that tho proposition 
rame up, what's to bo done? Tt was 
then that tho administration made a 
monumental blunder. 
' What have we proc^tlotl to.do? We 
arr> prepared to carr> tut the Cuban 
pledge. Tt Is not yot done. It Is snld 
tho iRlnnd Is not yet purified.

Whether there will he a rhatiKO in our 


lioy toward Cuba If the republicans 


win In this campaign, I <Jon't know, 
but tho announced program is that 
Cuba will be turned over to the Cubans) 
to enjoy Cuban Independence. Yet it 
is proposed to go to the other side of 
the world and take territory five times 
as great, and six times as many people, 
and annex that territory to the United 
States. 
This Is proposed 
on two 


grounds, one that we purchased the 
islands and secured sovereignty 
by 


treaty; the other that v/c conquered 
them. We didn't buy them, 
unless 


from a government \vhloh held them 
by a single thread. Spain had forfeit- 
ed her claim to them, and Spain hacl 
nothing to sell to us wnen Dewey sail- 
ed into Manila bay. We did not pur- 
chase the islands from, those who own- 
ed them. Techn'icaly you may say we 
did, 
but nations should deal in ;rood 


fiiith. We had not conquered the Fili- 
pinos. We were friendly to them. They 
asked every day, what are you goins 
to do with us? The whole trouble lay 
there. Wo should havo ^iven a frank 
and explicit statement and then there 
"•mild have be^n no trouble. 


We signed the treaty. Some thought 


it was not good to do So. Others re- 
garded it as a military necessity, but 
during the whole debate In the senate 
not a republican senator avowed the 
ultimate puipose 
of 
annexing 
the 


islands to the United States. They de- 
clare we took them from Spain: our 
purpose is right. 
But what are you 


going to do with them? Are you going 
to annex them? No airsrwer. You re- 
collect that Mr. Bacon of Georgia in- 
troduced a resolution defining our po- 
sition relative to the Philippines. It 
was intimated, that 
this resolution 


might pass when the treaty was rati« 
fled. But when the teratv was ratified 
that was the last heard of the Bacon 
resolution. 


Then we drifted along. The govern- 


ment became rattled, and no one knew 
\\ hat was going to be done. I am not 
hore to discuss who precipitated the 
conflict in the Philippines. The con- 
flict 'wss inevitable, and it is idle to 
speculate who is to blame. Since the 
conflict all disguises have been thrown 
off. 
Today we are drifting 
in the 


Philippines. 
We are fighting over 


there. Nobody knows what to expect. 
We are edeavoring to- coerce this peo- 
ple to our will. I have not a word • t 
say against the soldiers who are fight- 
ing there. It was their fluty to obey. 


Theirs not to reason why, 
Theirs but to do or die. 


They must follow- their leaders. But 


that's not the question. The Question 
is, is this policy a right one? How 
long will It take? In the first place 
are we to annex them and make states 
of them. They are a different race, 
and not adapted to our civilization. 
Are we to hold them an alien people 
thousands of miles at theo ther side 
of the globe by the force of the bayon- 
et, you to pay the bill, you to maintain 
a standing armv, and nobody to know 
what the program is. So far as I can 
learn we are not going to makp them 
states, but we are going to hold them, 
as colonies. Senator Depew says we 
are going to hold, them as American 
colonies. That sounds a little better 
than to say English colonies, don't you 
enow. I say there is no such tniners 
as American orfrjiies. They might 
ie meant to be held as terr'tories. or 
to make states out of them. But there 
s no such scheme contemplated in our 
theory of government or in our consti- 
tution as to hold them as colonies. 
The attorney general Of the United 
Si;itF<s is an able man, an. at-lc -lawyer- 
and he says :l is a new departure. 
That JB can'l'd. It is a new dejiarture. 
For there is no precedent for it in our 
history. New theories must be estab- 
I'she-i. and new precedents if you ara 
going into this colony business. 


Mr. Hill then read part of a speech 


by Senator Depew May 12. 1S98, in 
which he opposed the holding of ths 
Philippines -is colonies an-^ outlining 
the evils of so holding them, and the 
perils of militarism 
which 
holding 


them would involve, and said: 


These were utterances before the 


party whip was cracked, utterances 
of a sincere man who thinks well of 
his country, and were It not for the 
exigency of party, I am sure would be 
the sentiment of Senator Depew to- 
day. Bear in mind you cannot enter 
into his colonial policy without an in- 
crease of the army and navy, the pil- 
ing up of a national debt, a new system 
of taxation to meet it, and new recruits 
for the arm£. And what -does this 
mean? I read an article by a literary 
ma.n yesterday in which he suggested 
compulsory service in the army of the 
United States. That's ihe way you'll 
have to recruit your «rmies in the 
future if we adopt this new colonial 
policy. Then wo shall have militarism 
rampant; military government to rule 
over those people. Al'l this means im- 
perialism in its worst sense. 


How are these people to be governed? 


Tho constitution provides 
only for 


states and teritories. But these islands 
are to be colonies, ruled over bv a 
commissioner general and strangers to 
us. You know we have a plutoora-tie 
people. I speak with all due respect 
for them. This plutocratic people have 
become enamored of colonial govern- 
ment. They have traveled in Europe, 
They have Inamed of Germany's col- 
onies, Grerit Britain's 
colonies, and 


they 
think that 
we should have 


colonies too. 


I believe in the simple government of 


my fathers. T believe and you believe 
nnt in a government of wealth, but 
would rather have the people, poor and 
industrious, with freedom and inde- 
pendence. I would rather have a gov- 
ernment of the whole people, a govern- 
in en t*of integrity, whose national hon- 
or is to be proserved at all times and 
under a.ll circumstances. What IK the 
authority unless the authority of the 
military, tinder which we may appoint 
a governor general over those people? 
There is no authority but the mili- 
tary.
